In his speech to congress yesterday 


the 
Prussia! 


junkers in the pillory, lie has reiter- 
ated tho principles for 
which 
the 


United States is at war—world free- 
dom and world peace enforced by a 
leagato of nations—and he has, more- 
over, given in detail the outlines of 
the 
territorial 
readjustments 
that 


must be made and agreed to by the 
central powers before 
the entente 


allies lay down their armf. 


This address coming so soon after 


that of Premier Lloyd George and fol- 
lowing in the main tho same general 
lines, -with the exception of the atti- 
tude towards Russia, has brought tho 
peac,e offensive to the side of the allies 
and places upon Germany the respon 
Etbility for further continuance of the 
war. 


Germany has been claiming that 


she fights for her national existence 
against tho aggression of rival pow- 
ers. 
The speech of Mr. George, and 


still more that of President Wilson, 
exposes this piece of hypocrisy. The 
kaiser has repeatedly asserted that 
Germany fights for the freedom of the 
seas, for equality of trade and eco- 
nomic justice after the war. together 
with an untrammelled opportunity to 
conduct and develop her trade 
and 


commerce with, the nations of 
the 


earth. All these things will follow the 
reacp which President 
Wilson says 


the United Slates in common-with her 
allies is fighting for. It only remains 
for the central powers to accept the 
terms and conditions upon which this 
peace can be established and thus end 
tlie war. 


What are these conditions? 
Speaking in general terms they are, 


that Germany shall give up tlie terri- 
tory'she'Kas "taken from other nations 
during this war and that she shall 
restore Alsace and Lorraine to France, 
self-determination of government and 
allegiance for the subject peoples, the 
reduction of armaments to the force 
necessary for domestic safety and tin 
enforcement of world peace by an in- 
ternational body representing the na- 
tions of the world—all

small states alike.

We are glad to know that 
everything is well, because we are 
both enjoying the best of health and 
both gaining in flesh.

facing1 the government in the conduct 
of the war. 
You cannot &et the ships 
unless houses are 
provided

workmen. We want to add 5000 men 
to our force, and there is nowhere in 
Newport News for them to live. I un- 
derstand that conditions elsewhere aro 
equally as bad. 
"There is no limit to the amount of 
ships this country can build if it really 
sets itself to the task. The shipyards 
already built and those building can 
turn out 5,000.000 tons of ships annu- 
ally under proper conditions, and tho 
country could, if put to it, add still 
other yards and produce 10,000,000 tons 
a year. But It cannot be done withoui 
roan power, and man power cannot be 
obtained unless houses are provided. 
"It is just as necessary for the gov- 
ernment to build houses for shipyard 
workers as It is for soldiers. It must 
do It if it gets ships. If I had the pow- 
er.I would commandeer houses, and I 
tlUnk the government should do this. 
There is talk of working- men two and 
three shifts. In our yard we have not 
enough men to work one shift, and in 
one house I know of, IS persons arg 
1'ving in five rooms. We have not the 
money to bnfld houses and it is th« 
duty of the government to put them 
up. "We are ready to furnish the land."
